SYMPATHIZER FREED 


Tulsa, kO., April 5.—John Mains, 
Tulsa, police officer, was exonerat­ 
ed and released amid the cheers of 
a 
crowded 
courtroom 
yesterday 
morning in the court of Justice Lee 
Daniel when he had a prelim in ary 
bearing on the charge of murdering 
Stephen Ivenoff, a Bulgarian, who 
made pro-German remarks. It was a 
case of self-defense, Justice Daniel 
held, when it was related that Iven­ 
off had opened fire on the officer. 
Ivenoff, who was employed as a 
miner at Hickory, is said to have de­ 
clared in the presence of several din­ 
ers at a boarding house that he 
wished Germany would win, and that 
he wished he was over there to help 


them whip the allies. 
Yan Biervliett, a loyal Belgian, 
proprietor of the boarding house, was 
the only witness to testify. It was he 
who came after the officers when 
Ivenoff expressed 
his 
pro-Greman 
sentiments, and he with Mains s u it­ 
ed in pursuit of Ivenoff when they 
returned to Hickory and found he 
had left. Ivenoff was found down on 
the Katy tracks, where the battle 
took aplace. Seeing the 
officer 
and 
Biervliett he opened fire and one bul­ 
let narrowly 
missed Mains. 
Mains 
then fired and 
the 
bullet 
which 
struck the Bulgarian proved faUI a 
few hours later at the Oklahoma 
hospital. 
On hearing the story of Biervliett, 
Justice Daniel took the position that 
further testimony was useless and he 
discharged Mains, after making a 
Patriotic talk and warning pro-Ger­ 
mans not to speak their sentiments 
against the United SUtes. 
S. L. Miller, who shot Joe Spring, 
an alleged pro-German, was releas­ 
ed last week in the same courtroom 
and the cheers that greeted the de­ 
cision at that 
time -were 
echoed 
again yesterday.

The disclosure was a great surprise 
to the Argentine people ne it .was to 
the Uruguayans. Speaking 
to 
the 
Uruguayan Congress, President Viera 
said: 
With Argentina we have still 
further strengthened the sentiments 
of friendly solidarity which Connect 
our two countries and which were 
confirmed not long ago by President 
Irigoyen with an action that does 
honor to his American sentiments. 
'‘In view of the serious suspicions 
that the German 
government was 
fostering an insurrection in the Ger­ 
man colonies with the object of pro­ 
ducing an uprising in the provinces 
of southern Brasil, it being intimat­ 
ed that it was also intended to pro­ 
duce an invasion of the north of our 
territory, the Uruguayan government 
in bringing the matter to the atten­ 
tion of President Irigoyen, asked ex­ 
pressly what would be the attitude 
of the Argentine government in case 
the Uruguayan government 
should 
find it necessary to ask for materials 
of war for the arming of the militias 
which should be mobilised. 
“President Irigoyen assured 
our 
diplomatic representative in Argen­ 
tina that in case of such an attempt, 
the Argentine government would 
place all its assistance in the defense 
of the sovereignty of the Uruguayan 
nation, assuming the consequent re­ 
sponsibilities. 
The executive power 
thanked President Irigoyen for such

I tion that local political circles have 
I had of any such agreement between 
Argentina and Uruguay, and is be­ 
ing made capital of by those sup­ 
porters of President Irigoyen who 
have been maintaining all along that 
his foreign policy is confined to bring­ 
ing about a closer union of South Am­ 
erican republics for mutual protec­ 
tion against other countries and to 
remain aloof from foreign disputes 
until they actually threaten the ter­ 
ritory of South American countries.

account of the smallest and one of 
the most successful 
British 
naval 
expeditions sent out during the 
present war,—that 
which 
cleared 
the Germans from the district of the 
Lake Tanganyika 
In 
Africa—has 
just ben published by the Colonial 
Institute here. 
The expedition included only 28 
men, and it went through the cam­ 
paign without a single causalty. Its 
two boats were 
transported 
8,000 
miles by sea and then 3,500 miles by 
land before they reached the scene 
of 
their 
objective. 
They 
were 
dragged long distances through the 
bush and over a range of mountains 
sometimes in a temperature of IOO 
degrees. 
The first encounter with 
the enemy was when 
the German 
armed motorboat Kingani sailed in­ 
to the bay where the British ships 
lay,her commander 
unaware 
that 
the British navy was on the spot. 
The Kingani was chased into the 
lake and, after being heavily sheled, 
surrendered. 
She then resumed her 
career und r the British flag as the 
Fifi. 
Sometime afterward, another Ger­ 
man boat appeared, the Hedwigavon 
Wissman. 
The 
Fifi 
and 
Mimi 
chased her thirty miles, 
until 
at 
5,500 yards the Fifi got the range 
with high explosive shells. 
In 
a 
few minutes the Hedwig burst into 
flames, turned turtle and sank. Her 
ensign was picked up, and was the 
first enemy ensign captured in any 
sea battle in the war. 
The remaining German boat. the 
Graf von Gotzen, stayed in harbor 
A seaplane flew over and roused her 
with a few bombs. The Germans 
then filled her with concrete 
and 
sank her.

MEXIQANS sun

(By the Associated Press) 
El Paso, Tex., May 18.—Gun run­ 
ners, ammunition smugglers, "boot­ 
leggers” and other border law-break­ 
ers who thrive upon the illicit traf­ 
fic between countries characteristic 
of all borders, have turned their at­ 
tention to 
smuggling 
sugar 
into 
Mexico. 
Sugar is on the American embar­ 
go list for the period of the war. So 
is lard and also flour and butter and 
other foodstuffs. But sugar is the 
most popular commodity with the 
smugglers. It is easy to carry across, 
does not spoil and can always be dis­ 
posed of at a high price once it is 
over the 
border. 
The 
smugglers 
match their wits against those of the 
government's* keenest secret service 
men, taking their winnings in Amer­ 
ican gold and their losses in the fed­ 
eral penitentiaries. 
Although bustles went out of style 
many years ago the wearing of them 
has been revived by the sugar smug­ 
glers. 
The Mexican women of am­ 
ple girth wear the rude canvas bus­ 
tles more for revenue than for style. 
Concealed in the pockets of their 
bustles are pounds and pounds, of 
sugar. Mexican women confederates 
of the smugglers fasten these cum­ 
bersome affairs about their 'Waists 
under their skirts and walk or ride 
across the international bridge, un- 
t*l some curious inspector discovers 
the ruse and .stops the practice by 
placing the smuggler in jail. 
Kerosene cans are converted into 
sugar receptacles by making the top 
cut off, a false bottom made to con­ 
tain a pint or less of kerosene and 
the remainder of the space in the 
can filled with sugar. 
Ten 
gallon 
milk cans have a milk container in 
the center with sugar packed around 
it in the remainder of 
the space. 
Three of these cans were discovered 
with IOO pounds of sugar in each. 
Petticoats with pockets sewed to 
them, waists padded with sugar and 
extra size stockings filled with sug­ 
ar are used by the smugglers and 
their confederates.

NATIONS URGED TO 
FORM PEACE LEAGUE. 
(By the Associated Press) 
Philadelphia, May 18.—“As a war 
measure, to help us win the war, let 
us do all in our power to have the 
League of Nations established now,” 
said Herbert S. Houston of New York, 
speaking today at the "Win the War 
for Permanent 
Peace” 
convention 
under the auspices of the League to 
Enforce peace. 
“Let us reach out 
at once for one of the great fruits of 
victory, a league of nations. At this 
very moment the final and supreme 
power in such a League armed force, 
is under a single control, that of the 
incomparable Foch on that fateful 
battle line in France. If that can be 
accomplished, and it has been, why 
not go forward at once with the other 
work, far less difficult, of completing 
the formation of the League.” 
Mr. Houston is a member of the 
Committee of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States on the 
Economic Results of the War and re­ 
tiring president of the Associated Ad­ 
vertising Clubs of the World. 
Estimating the economic power the 
League of Nations would possess, Mr. 
Houston said it would control three- 
quarters of the world’s coal produc­ 
tion; of steel and copper over two- 
thirds; of cotton and petroleum four- 
fifths of the world supply; of the 
essential food products a preponder­ 
ance over the Central Powers much 
greater than the preponderance in 
population. 
“The total imports and exports of 
Great Britain, France, Italy and the 
United States, the four greatest na­ 
tions in the Entente,” he said, “were 
approximately 
$12,000,000,000 
in 
1913, while the total exports and im­ 
ports of Germany and Austria-Hun­ 
gary were only half as large, or about 
$6,000,000,000. 
This summary 
is 
conclusive in showing how over­ 
whelming the economic power of the 
present League of Nations, fighting 
for civilization, would be. 
"That economic force, resting on a 
preponderance of the world’s basic 
materials for war, could be applied 
through all the agencies of the mod­ 
ern world—the cable, the wireless, 
the postal union, the stock exchange, 
the custom houses, the trade embar­ 
go—and it i§ difficult to see how any 
nation would be able to withstand it.”

(By the Associated Press) * 
Washington, May 18.—Since the 
early days of the war women of the 
Allied countries have distinguished 
themselves in various lines of war 
work. Whether fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with men in the Russian 
“Battalion of Death” ; driving am­ 
bulances over shell-torn roads, nurs­ 
ing in military hospitals or perform­ 
ing a thousand and one duties at 
home, women have taken an import­ 
ant part. 
However, there has been thrown 
open a new field in which the Amer­ 
ican woman already has demonstrat­ 
ed her infinite resourcefulness, in­ 
nate versatility and racial capacity 
for speedy, accurate work. The new 
task is that of operating an American 
telephone exchange, often a short 
distance behind 
the 
trenches 
in 
France. 
In modern warfare, the telephone 
has assumed such importance that 
frequently it is referred to as the 
nerves of the army. I t was NOT to be 
expected that General Pershing's ex­ 
peditionary forces were to rely on 
foreign system of telephone com­ 
munication, abandoning the more ex­ 
pedient service which this nation, as 
a pioneer in the field, had developed. 
Accordingly, vast quantities of tele­ 
phone material were taken overseas 
and installed by the Army Signal 
Corps. During 1917 men operators 
and French women were used for the 
work but neither group was satis­ 
factory. 
The great difficulty was procur­ 
ing operators, capable of speaking 
both French and English, who were 
necessary in order to maintain ac­ 
curate communication between the 
French and American armies. 
In 
November, last year. General Persh­ 
ing called upon headquarters of the 
Signal Corps to forward overseas as 
soon as possible a force of IOO train­ 
ed operators, able to speak intelli­ 
gently in both tongues. 
Believing it possible to obtain op­ 
erators with a command of both lan­ 
guages in parts of 
the 
continent 
where there were large French pop­ 
ulations, an effort first was made to 
fill the quota from the French pio­ 
neers of 
Canada 
and 
Louisiana. 
“Want Ads” were placed in the 
French-C&nadian papers, but . from 
more than 300 applicants 
only 
6 
could be considered. Then the an­ 
nouncement was published in news­ 
papers of this country, and from 2,- 
400 applicants there were procured 
25 experienced operators and 25 pos­ 
sible eligibles. At the present time 
7,600 applications have been receiv­ 
ed, and from that list the first group 
of IOO was selected and sent across, 
150 more are now in training schools 
and a reserve force of 400 more is 
on file. 
Under existing regulations, wives 
of army officers or enlisted men are 
not eligible to those units. Unauthor­ 
ized stories to the effect that wives 
of army officers had found it possible 
to rejoin their husbands in France 
by enlisting in the 'phohe units caus­ 
ed the officers of the Signal corps to 
be flooded with applications which 
necessarily had to be rejected. 
Each applicant’s 
character 
and 
ability was certified by her previous 
employer before she was considered. 
A psychologist gave tests 
to 
the 
prospective operator, using methods 
employed by the army in judging 
qualifications of officers. Also, since 
the work to be performed was large­ 
ly of a confidential nature, and would 
give the operators carefully-guard­ 
ed information as to 
troop move­ 
ments, each candidate's loyalty and 
motive for applying for service were 
investigated thoroughly by secret ser­ 
vice agents. 
On January 12, the first group en­ 
tered the training ssnools for instruc­ 
tions in advanced telephony. Practice 
was given in the largest New York 
exchanges, and was followed, by a 
short term at military cantonments 
so that the young women might ac­ 
quire some familiarity with military 
terms. Lectures were delivered to 
the recruits by officers of the Signal 
orps, special emphasis being given th 
the importance of lines of communi­ 
cation in modern warfare. Talks up­ 
on personal hygiene were given by 
women surgeons.

SAFEGOAHDnG REALTHl 
IHF A H U SW KS 


(By the Associated Presa) 
Washington, May 
18.—Prepara­ 
tions for safeguarding the health of 
American soldiers in Europe include 
exhaustive studies by officers of the 
Army Medical Department of new dis 
eases or those 
previously 
known 
which are found to he more preva­ 
lent in the army than in civil life. 
None has attracted more attention 
than *4trench foot," the subject of a 
bulletin issued from the office of 
the Surgeon General, presenting the 
conclusions of prominent men who 
have investigated 
the malady 
in 
France. 
Although the disease 
is a 
pro­ 
nounced accompaniment of 
trench 
warfare, its genesis is referable pri­ 
marily to cold. Among the predispos­ 
ing factors, curiously enough, is the 
excessive use of tobacco, it is assert­ 
ed paralyses the nerve ends of the 
vasomotor nerves, other factors be­ 
ing lack of acclimatization to cold, 
enfeebled circulation, under nourish 
ment and loss of sleep. 
Fundamentally, trench foot is noth 
ing but frost bite, aggravated by war 
conditions. As the 
feet begin 
to 
swell, there is pain around the an­ 
kles or in parts of the leg where 
circulation is not stopped. Patients 
obtaining treatment in early stages 
of the disease soon lortTthe numb­ 
ness of their limbs and the normal 
color returns. 
Where treatment is 
delayed and* the case is aggravated 
by tight shoes or puttees, the feet 
may have a dead, gangernous appear 
ance. Mild cases are cured in .three 
weeks, while severe cases may re­ 
quire amputation. 
"The mechanical pressure due to 
tight puttees, leggins and shoes is a 
large causative factor," warns the 
bulletin. "That crime against com­ 
mon sense, the spiral puttee, shrink­ 
ing, as it does, as mach as one-sixth 
of its length when wet, especially has 
had many victims." 
The methods of lumber-jacks in 
the northwest, who wear oversize 
shoes and boots and carefully dry 
their stockings at every opportunity, 
were cited as excellent prevention. 
The vitally important considera­ 
tion in treatment of trench foot is 
said to be precaution that the feet 
should not be too suddenly warm­ 
ed. All the experience of the foreign 
armies was summed up in a few 
words: 
“Keep the feet as warm and dry 
as possible; keep good blood circulat­ 
ing in them; if overchilling does oc­ 
cur, re-establish circulation 
slowly 
and not by warm applications."
